DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 22 September 2009 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6, 8-13, 15-20, 22-27 and 29-36 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner agrees 
with the applicant in regards to the novelty and non-obviousness of the invention. 

4. The claims are drawn towards a system which handles and routes SSM and ASM 
requests without performing the SSM-ASM translation common in the known art. Instead, the 
router groups requests by request type and uses logical routers to handle the incompatible request 
types. Of the known related art, none teach nor suggest the particular combination of limitations 
currently drawn by the claims.
